A T no period of our political exi»t- 
i.m. once hUd we so m uch’ cause to 
felicitate ourselves at the prosperous 
and happy condition of our couutry— 
Tbe abundant fruits of tho earth have 
filled it with plenty. An extensive and 
profitable commercs has greatly aug­ 
mented our revenue. The public credit 
has attained an extraordinary elevation. 
Our preparations for defence, in case of 
future wars, from which, by the experi* 
ence of all nations, we ought not to ex­ 
pect to be exempted, are advancing, un­ 
der a well-digested system, With all the 
dispatch which so important a work will 
admit. O ur free Government, founded 
on the interest aud affections of the 
people, has gained, and Is daily gaining, 
strength.—Local jealousies are rapidly 
yielding to more generous, enlarged, 
and enlightened views, of National poli­ 
cy — For advantages, ao numerous and 
highly-tmpot tant, It is our duty to *juite 
in grateful acknowledgment» to that 
Omnipotent Being from whom they are 
derived ; and in unceasing prayer, that 
he will endow us with virtue and 
strength to maintain, ar.d hand them 
down, in their utmost purity, to our 
latest' posterity. 


1 have tbe satisfaction to inform you, 
that an arrangement, which had been 
commenced by my predecessor, with the 
British government, for the reduction 
of the naval force, by Great-Britain and 
the United States, on the Lakes, has 
been concluded : By which it is provid­ 
ed, that neither party shall keep in ser­ 
vice, on Lake Champlain, more than 
one vessel; on Lake Ontario, more than 
ooe ; and on Lako Erie, and the upper | 
Lakes, more than tw o; to be armed, 
each, witb one cannon only ; and that all 
the other armed vessels, of both parties, 
of which an exact list is interchanged, 
shall be dismantled. 
It is also agreed, 


Ut«i the force teiaiiitd shall be restrict­ 
ed, in it» duty, to the internal purposes 
of each party ; and that the arrangement 
snail remain in force until six months 
sliall luve expired, after notice given by 
one of the pa: ties to the other of its d«- 
ire that n sjiould terminate- 
By thu 
arrangement, useless expences, on both 
sides, and what is of still greater im­ 
portance, the danger of collision, be­ 
tween armed vessel», in those inland 
wavers, which wa* great, is prevented. 


1 nave the satisfaction also to state, 
that the Commissioners,under the fourth 
article of the t reaty of Ghent, to whom 
it was teferred to decide, to which party 
tlio several islands ia the Bay ef Passa- 
muquoddy belonged under the treaty .of 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty- 
- three, have agreed in a report, by which 
ail the islands in the possession of each 
party before the late war have been de­ 
creed to it.— l‘he Commissioners, acting 
under the other articles of the Treaty of 
Ghent, ior the settlement of Boundaries, 
have also been engaged in the discharge 
ot their respective duties, but have not 
yet completed them 
The difference 
which arose between the two govern­ 
ment» under that treaty, respecting the 
ri^ht of the United States to take and 
cure Fish on the coast of the British 
provinces, north of our limits, which had 
bccu secured by the treaty of one thou- 
.and seven hundred and eighty-three, is 
still *i» negotiation. 
The proposition 
made by this government, to extend to 
the colonies ot Great-Britain the piinci- 
pte ol the convention of London, by 
which the commerce between the port* 
of the United States and British ports in 
Lu<ope, had oeen placed on a footing ol 
¿quality,has been declined by the British 
government- 
This subject having been 
utus amicably discussed between the 
two governments, and it appvaring that 
the Bluish government i* unwilling to 
depart from its present reguia ions, it 
remains lor Congress to decide whether 
they will make any other regulations in 
tonsequence thereof, lor the prolioue* 
md improvement of our navigation. 


I be negotiation with Spain, for spoli­ 
ations on our commerce, and the aettle- 
ncnt of Boui.da'-ies, remains essentially 
u. thi state it held, by the communfca- 
(ioas that were made to Congress by my 
liredtte»sor 
It has been evidently the 
policy ol the bpanish government to 
I cep the negotia'iou suspended, and in 
the United Mates have acquie sced, I 
t om an amicable disposition toward* |i 
¿>t;au.j aud mi the cxpccuuoa lhal h c ril 


government would, from a sense of jus­ 
tice, finally aceede to such an arrange­ 
ment as would be e^ual between tbe 
partie». 
A disposition baa been lately 
ehewn by tho Spanish government to 
move in the negotiation, which baa been 
«met by thie government i and should 
the conciliatory and friendly policy 
which has iuvariably guided our councils 
bo reciprocated, a just and satisfactory 
arrangement may oe expected. 
It is 
prefer, however, to remark, that no pro- 
position has yet been made, front which 
such a result can be-presumed. 


It Was anticipated, at an early atage, 
that the contest bit wean bpaia end tbe, 
colonies would become highly interest­ 
ing to the United States. 
It was natu­ 
ral that our citizens should sympathise 
in events which affected their neighbors 
It seemed probable also, that the p*>esc- 
cution of the conflict along our coast, 
and n contiguous countries, Would occa­ 
sionally interrupt our commerce, and 
otherwise affect the persons and proper­ 
ty ef our citiaens. 
These anticipations 
have boen realised. 
Such injuries have 
been received from persons acting under 
the authority of both the parties, and fer 
Nr hie h redress has, in most instances, 
been withheld. Through every atage of 
the conftict,the United States have meia- 
tained an impartial neutrality, giving aid 
to neither of the parties in men, money, 
ships, or munitions ef wsr. 
They have 
regarded the contest, not in the light ol 
i*i ordinary insurrection or rebellion, but 
as a civil war betweon parties nearly e- 
quel; having, as to neutral powers, e- 
quat rights. O ar ports have been open 
to both ; and every Article, the fruit of 
our soil, or of the industry of our citi­ 
zens, which either was permitted to 
take, has been equally iiee to the other, i 
Should the colonies establish their Inde­ 
pendence, it is proper now to state, that 
this government neither aeeks, nor 
Would accept, from them any advantage, 
in commerce oi othenmse, which will 
not be equally open t#MR other nations 
The colonies will* in that event, become 
Independent State», free from any obli­ 
gation to, or connection with us, which 
it may not then be their inteicai to iorm 
on the basis of a fair reciprocity. 


In the summer of the p’ o cn t year, an 
expedition was set oti foot again»! Eaet- 
Florida, by persons claiming to act un­ 
der tho avuh^rity of some nf the colonies, 
who took potsesaion of Amclia-lsland, 
et the mouth ol the St. Vlary's rivet , 
near the boundary of the State of Gcor- 
5‘.ia.— As this p.ovince lies eastward of 
the Mississippi, and is bounded by the 
United States and the Ocean on evtiy 
iidr, and has been a subject of negotia­ 
tion with the government of Spain, as an 
indemnity for Josses by spoliation, or iu 
exchange lor territory of equal value 
westward of the Mississippi, a lact w .-li 
known to the world, it excited surprise 
tnat any countenance &I>i>uld be given to 
this measure by any of the colonies. As 
it would We difficult to reconcile it with 
tht fncndly tcla'ions existing between 
tits Cnut'd Mates and he colo.iies, a 
doub1. was enteriuiued whether it had 
been authoiized by them,or any of them. 
This doubt has gained sticn^in. by tht 
circumstances 
which have unfolded 
thomseives in the prosecution of the en- 
tei prise, which have mai ked it as a mere 
private unauthorized adventure. 
Pro 
jected and commenced with an incom­ 
petent force,reliance seems to have been 
placed on what might be drawn, in de 
fiance ef our laws,from within our limits; 
and of late, as their resources have fail­ 
ed, it has assumed a more marked cha­ 
racter of ucfiiendliness to u s ; the 
Island being made a channel for the illi­ 
cit introduction ef Slaves from Africa 
into the United States, an asylum foi 
fugitive slaves from the neighbouring 
States, and a port for smuggling of eve­ 
ry kind. 


A similar establishment was made, at 
an earlier period, by persons of the same 
dcscilotion, in the Gulph of Mexico, at 
a place called Galveston, within the lim­ 
its of the United States, as we contend, 
under the cession of Louisiana.— 
enterprise has been marked, in a more 
signal mauncr, by all the objectionable 
ciicumstanccs which charact< rized the 
other, aud more particularly by the e- 
quipmeot of privateers which have an* 
i.oyed our commerce,and by sr.t.iggfing. 
1 liese establishments, ii ever sanctioned 
by any authority whatever, which is noi 
believed, have abused their trust, ano 
forfeited - II claim to consideration. 
A 
just regard for the rights and interests 
of the United S tates requim i that they 
should be *upp' esscd ; and orders have 
accordingly issuad io that effect.— I-hr. 
imperious considerations which prodoc 
rd this metsuie. v ll be explained to thv 
parties whom it may, iu any degree, con­ 
cern.
